A few days ago, In Community Park, my 


son found a pigeon with a numbered band 
on its leg. It could not fly but seems to be in 
good health. How can we go about locating 
Its owner so that we can return it? 


The Texas Parks & Wildlife Dept.-in 


Austin maintains a directory of the codes 
used on pigeon leg bands by breeders and 
researchers from across the nation. 


The small band on the bird's leg will 


normally contain a series of letters and 
numbers by which the bird's owner can be 
traced. 


But the directory in Austin only lists 


such numbers that conform to a stan- 
dardized code used by most organizations 
who so tag birds. The number on the band 
of the pigeon you found does not conform to 
that code and, according to the Parks & 
Wildlife people, probably belongs to a 
private breeder or owner. 


"There are a number of large poultry 


suppliers who furnish bands for use by 
private individuals," Dr. E.L. Irby of the 
Wildlife division said. "We would have no 
way of tracing such individually numbered 
birds through our records." 


If the number had begun with the letters 


AU, AOU, or US, the wildlife people would 
have a record of who owned it and where it 
was from.

a pigeon with the number 1564-62, contact 
Action Line, and we will put the woman 
who found your bird in touch with you. 


What does it take to have a beer election 


In Corsicana? Is there much chance of us 
having one anytime soon? It seems like we 
should keep our money in Corsicana rather 
than spending it in Mustang, Angus, or 
Alma. 


The mechanics of petitioning a local 


option election for the sale of alcoholic 
beverages is fairly complicated. 


Basically, if 10 or more registered voters 


of any county, justice of the peace 
precinct, or incorporated town or city, 
submit a written application requesting 
such an election, the county clerk will 
issue the signees petitions to be circulated 
among qualified voters. 


The law states "when any such petition 


so issued shall within 30 days after date of 
issue be filed with the county clerk bearing 
actual signatures of as many as 35 per cent 
of the qualified voters. . .together with a 
notation showing the residence address 
and of each of said signers, together with 
the number that appears on his voter 
registration certificate. . .it is hereby 
required that the county commissioners 
court at its next regular meeting shall 
order a local option election to be held on 
the issue set out in such petition." 


There are a number of technicalities, 


such as that all required information on 
the petitions be in the signee's hand- 
writing, the basis for determining the 
number of qualified voters, etc. that must 
also be followed for the petitions to be 
declared valid. 


If you plan such a drive, your best bet 


might be to consult with an attorney to 
advise you on how to precede. If such an 
election fails, another local option may not 
be held for at least one year, and there are 
several different types of local option 
elections for which you may petition. 


About the first of February this year 


Action Line said that the bridge that has 
been out for so long that connects W. Hwy 
31 and Farm Road 744 would be replaced. 
In that Action Line, the commissioner said 
the bridge would be replaced between 
"now and summer." Why has this road not 
yet been opened? Are they going to open it 
or not? 


Commissioner Billy Hargrove, of 


Precinct 4, says he contracted more than 
two months ago with J. L. Thomas, a 
contractor, to replace the bridge, but that 
Thomas has been busy and hasn't yet 
started the project. 


When he does, the county will supply the 


materials and Thomas will replace the 
bridge, Hargrove said. 


The commissioner also said that if he 


doesn't hear from the contractor soon 
about when the project will begin that the 
county may try and replace the bridge 
with its own men. 


But, Hargrove also said, there is some 


dirt-moving work needed and that the 
county "really doesn't have the equip- 
ment" to undertake such a project. 


Action Line will note when work begins 


on the project. 


I read where if you report loose dogs that 


something will be done about It. Well, I 
reported loose dogs out on Navarro Drive 
and the dogs are still loose and scattering 
trash over my yard. It seems like someone 
isn't doing his job. 


Loose dogs are like tumbleweeds — they 


move around. Since the city has only two 
animal wardens, it is difficult for them to 
round up a city full of loose dogs, and 
impossible for them to guarantee that the 
owner won't let that dog loose again or that 
the dog won't escape his pen or yard. 


The dog ordinance provides for the city 


to pick up dogs whenever they are loose, 
but the owner can go and bail the dog out of 
the pound by paying the fine. Unless the 
owner is more careful or more con- 
cientious, the dog will likely get out again. 


Given the number of complaints the city 


has been receiving, the animal wardens 
can't spend too much time searching for a 
dog that was loose when you called but has 
vanished by the time the warden can get to 
your house. 


If, therefore, he misses the dog, or if you 


see him running loose again, call in 
another complaint. The city commission 
has told the city manager that the or- 
dinance is in full effect and is to be en- 
forced, and city workers are trying to do 
that. But they need your help and 
cooperation.

Corsicana city commission 


members decided Tuesday on a 
seven-member commission for 
the proposed amendment to the 
city charter concerning single 
member districts. 


The plan agreed upon during 


Tuesday's 
workshop session 


calls for one commissioner 
from each of the four county 
precincts within the city plus 
two commissioners running at 
large and the mayor. 


Basing the city wards on the 


county precincts handed down 
by 
Federal 
Judge 
Sarah 


Hughes, the city proposal has a 
population deviation of only five 
per cent between the four wards 
and provides, as does the 
disputed county plan, for one 
predominantly black precinct. 


THE COMMISSION decided 


City commission doesn't agree 
with Stroube's ;get taxes' plan

Citing $176,391 in delinquent 


taxes, City Commissioner H.R. 
Stroube Jr. said Tuesday that 
the city should concentrate on 
collecting these taxes prior to 
the raising of garbage rates. 


Stroube, during a special 


session of the city commission, 
told the group that Austin 
delinquent tax attorney Jack 
McCreary had told him that the 
total delinquent roll could be 
collected 
over 
a 
two-year 


period. 


Doing so, Stroube pointed out, 


would provide the $70,000 .in 
additional revenue that the 
garbage 
fee increases 
are 


scheduled to bring in next year. 


Stroube, reading 
from 
a 


prepared speech, noted that 
City Manager Dick Ballenger 
had prepared the budget on only 
a 90 per cent collection rate of 
delinquent taxes, leaving 10 per 
cent delinquent. 


"NOW I PAY my taxes and 


you pay your taxes," Stroube 
said. "This is not an easy and 
certainly not a pleasant job for 
either of us. But neither of us 
want to see the other guy not 
pay his taxes. But that is just 
what too many of them are 
doing — not paying their 
taxes." 


Stroube 
suggested 
the 


commission get 
"hard-nosed 


and business-like and insist that 
these delinquent taxes be paid." 


Stroube won no converts to his 


plan from 
Tuesday's 
com- 


mission 
(Wayne Norris was 


absent). In fact, other com- 
mission members, 
Ballenger 


and 
City 
Attorney 
Glenn 


Stewart all took issue with the 
proposal. 


Stroube's plan was presented 


only for consideration, with no 
action planned or taken. 


Mayor Sue Youngblood said 


she 
still 
finds 
Stroube's 


proposal "totally unacceptable 
to me." 


BALLENGER SAID it would 


be risky to prepare a budget on 
the basis of what might be 
collected, saying, "I've never 
tried to prepare a budget on 
anything other than supportable 
figures." 


Ballenger said in the matter 


of collection he never plans on 
collecting 
more 
than 
the 


amount collected the previous 
year. 


He also reiterated an earlier 


statement that he uses 90 per 
cent of the previous year's 
collection figure as a safety 
valve in making the budget, 
saying that while the revenues 
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may exceed the expectations, 
the 
expenses 
in 
certain 


categories often do also. 


Stewart had already defended 


his 
collection 
procedures, 


reporting a steady increase in 
delinquent tax collection since 
taking office. 


He further said that the 


delinquent tax 
total 
is a 


"misleading figure" since there 
is a lot of property which has 
$200 to $300 in back taxes owed 
on it which is not worth but $50 
to $100. 


STEWART 
ADDED 
that 


Stroube's 
$18,000 figure 
on 


delinquent personal taxes also 
contains 
many 
items, 


automobiles for instance, for 
which the four-year statute of 
limitations has expired. 


Citing "worlds of property" 


with unknown owners, Stewart 
said that it would cost the city 
about $60 per piece of property 
to run proper legal notice citing 
the owner for delinquency and 
that in many cases the city 
would not be gaining any money 
by bringing a tax suit. 


Stewart also advised against 


the practicality 
of planning 


long-range city expenditues on 
short term financing, pointing 
out that even if all the back 
taxes were collected, that would 
be an exhaustible source of 
income. 


(The $70,000 from the garbage 


fees is expected to help the 
sanitation department operate 
on a break-even basis and thus 
release additional money to the 
general fund to allow for pay 
raises for city employes.) 


STEWART ALSO told Stroube 


that "It's a little discouraging to 
me to be put on the spot like this 
in 
an 
open 
commission 


meeting." 


Saying that he has always 


tried to work with all com- 


mission members and depart- 
ment heads, Stewart said he 
feels he should have been given 
more notice from Stroube and 
that the two of them could have 
gotten together to "look at the 
facts." 


Stewart said he didn't think 


Stroube's remark was a per- 
sonal attack on him, but he 
added that he has "some 
reservations" 
about 
that 
opinion. 


Stroube said he didn't have 


the opportunity to meet with 
Stewart previously because he, 
himself, had been put on notice 
by other commission members 
to present a alternate financing 
proposal. 


WHEN STROUBE suggested 


that the commission try his plan 
for four or five months and then 
go with the garbage fees if not 
enough delinquent tax money 
were 
being 
generated, 


Ballenger suggested that the 
city try both approaches. 


Ballenger said that if the city 


lost anticipated revenue while 
counting on the delinquent tax 
money, this money could not be 
recouped and that the garbage 
fees could only help the city 
break even for the remainder of 
the year, leaving whatever 
early deficit had been compiled. 


Ballenger proposed that the 


city keep the garbage fees and 
institute 
a 
vigorous 
tax 


collection program. He ex- 
plained that if the delinquency 
money turned out to be as much 
as Stroube anticipated, then the 
city could reduce the garbage 
fees for the remainder of the 
year. 


Ballenger said he feels this 


plan safer than Stroube's, but 
Stroube 
refused 
Mrs. 


Youngblood's offer for com- 
promise, saying "I'm sticking 
with my own plan." 


MRS. 
YOUNGBLOOD 


chastised 
Stroube 
for 
his 


position, saying "I wish you'd 
have been as concerned (about 
saving the citizens' money) 
when you voted for the electric 
increases." 


Stroube said he thinks the 


Texas Power and Light in- 
crease was necessary. 


Commissioner Gene Johnson 


also voiced the opinion that it 
•would be risky to "prepare a 
budget of any kind for any 
business" depending on "if," 
which he said would be the case 
with Stroube's plan resting on 
hoped 
for 
increases 
in 


delinquent tax collection. 


Stroube said he didn't think a 


very democratic 
atmosphere 


existed 
on the 
commission 


"when one commissioner can't 
disagree" with the rest of the 
commission. 


Mrs. 
Youngblood 
said 
it 


wasn't the disagreement that 
the others were taking issue 
with, but his proposal. 


that it favored a seven member 
commission, but saw no way to 
divide any of the single member 
wards 
and 
maintain 
the 


population proximity of the 
wards. This led to the creation 
of the two at-large commission 
posts, which, along with the 
mayor, would be voted on by the 
entire city. 


The four commissioners from 


the wards would be voted on 
only by the people within their 
ward. 


In trying to insure the purity 


of 
the 
four 
ward 
com- 


missioners, 
the 
commission 


also decided to make any ward 
commissioner forfeit his city 
post upon moving from his 
district. 


City Attorney Glenn Stewart 


presented the commission with 
two new amendment proposals, 
bringing the total to 14. 


These 
-new 
amendments, 


however, were merely points 
taken from the previous elec- 
tion amendment, which was 
streamlined to allow the voters 
to vote on single member 
districts without affecting other 
proposals. 


NOW SEPARATED from the 


commission proposal into two 
different 
amendments 
are 


proposals which would provide 
for the appointment of the 
mayor or commissioners to fill 
commission vacancies and a 
majority vote requirement for 
commission members to get 
elected. 


The commission also decided 


upon one figure for the number 
of signatures needed to institute 
petitions for recall, initiative 
and referendum. 


After 
considerable 


discussion, it was agreed that 
ten per cent of the registered 
voters would be a high enough 
figure to make the proposals 
hard to begin but not so high a 
number as to preclude any 
action. 


The 
commission, 
at 
the 


suggestion of City Manager 
Dick Ballenger, also included in 
the 
recall 
proposal 
the 


stipulation that recall would be 
limited so that it would not 
affect the commission's ability 
to have a quorum.

The Corsicana City Com- 


mission agreed to cut the pay of 
the Civil Service director by 
one-third during a Tuesday 
work session on next year's 
budget. 


City Manager Dick Ballenger 


suggested reducing the pay 
from $600 to $400 monthly while 
the commission was discussing 
the possibility of a law suit from 
the local police association. 


Ballenger explained that he 


had originally planned for the 
person 
handling 
the 
Civil 


Service job to run the Man- 
power program, but that he has 
decided that this will not be the 
case. 


In view of this, Ballenger said 


he feels the pay should be for 
part-time work, saying that 
former Civil Service Director 
Roosevelt Pease worked about 
20 hours a week when he was 
responsible solely for Civil 
Service. 


IN ADDITION to reducing the 


pay 
for 
the 
Civil Service 


director, the commission also 
decided 
to 
eliminate 
any 


retirement 
and 
insurance 


benefits from that position since 
the director works solely for the 
Civil Service Commission and 
not for the city. 


Civil Service Director Guy 


Rushin said at mid-morning 
Wednesday that he hadn't heard 
about the pay cut and wouldn't 
speculate on whether this was 
an attempt by the city com- 
mission to get back at him and 
the Civil Service Commission 
for recent rulings. 


Rushin 
currently 
makes 


$1,250 monthly as director of 
Civil 
Service 
and 
Traffic 


Director. The Traffic Safety 
program was deleted earlier 
from the 1976-77 budget. 


"It's hard to figure the things 


going on up here (at city hall)," 
he said. 


HE ADDED THAT Pease had 


been paid $425 monthly when he 
headed 
Civil Service 
three 


years ago, but that Pease did 
some insurance work, too, for 
the city. 


The city commission rejected 


Tuesday a suggestion that the 
director be paid on an hourly 
basis, agreeing with Ballenger 


that, "It's about a 20 hour a 
week job if (the director) did 
what he's supposed to do. It's 
probably about an 80 hour a 
week job now." 


BALLENGER EXPLAINED 


that if more people were voted 
out than remained on the 
commission, there wouldn't be 
enough people left to pass or- 
dinances or even canvass votes 
for an election seating new 
commissioners. 


City Attorney Glenn Stewart 


is still finalizing the three ap- 
pointment 
amendments, 


providing a time limit of up to 60 
days for the mayor to make 
appointments and giving these 
appointments to the incoming 
mayor rather than the outgoing 
mayor during an election year. 


The 
commission 
also 


discussed 
doing away with 


specific terms of appointment 
for city offices, preferring to 
have these appointments last 
for as long as the commission 
desires. 


The 
appointment 
amend- 


ments deal with letting the city 
manager assume appointments 
rights over nearly all city 
department 
heads 
plus 


providing for the appointment, 
not election, of the city attorney 
and city tax assessor-collector. 


AFTER 
SOME 
hesitation 


over 
the 
possible 
abuses 


inherent in an emergency or- 
dinance, 
the 
commission 


decided 
that 
the 
one-time 


reading of ordinances would be 
essential to the city in case of a 
disaster. 


The 
commission 
further 


decided that the emergency 
reading of an ordinance would 
have its own safeguard built in 
since commissioners could be 
Yield 
responsible 
if 
they 


declared 
routine 
matters 


emergencies prior to voting on 
them. 


Though 
Mayor 
Sue 


Youngblood's enthusiasm for 
the municipal court amendment 
seems to be waning more at 
each meeting, the commission 
again agreed to submit the 
proposal to the voters. This 
proposal would allow for the 
creation 
of a 
night 
court 


manned by an associate judge 
who would not have to be a 
lawyer. 


The commission also con- 


tinued its approval of the three 
amendments 
designed 
to 


remove "antiquated" language 
from the charter. 


The 
commission 
rejected 


Stewart's proposal to remove 
references 
to 
vaudeville 


theaters and ten-pin alleys from 
the 
ordinance 
establishing 


saloon limits. Stewart main- 
tained that the former were as 
antiquated as references to 
saloon limits. 


ALSO ON the list of deletions 


from the charter are references 
to the volunteer fire department 
and residency requirements for 
employes. 


The commission 
accepted 


Stewart's proposal to allow for 
"reasonable 
residency 


requirements" for city em- 
ployes to be established by the 
commission. 


The present charter says a 


person must live in Corsicana 
six months prior to being em- 
ployed by the city. 


Police may file 
'friendly' suit

may

recipient of a "friendly lawsuit" 
in the near future, according to 
City 
Commissioner 
Gene 


Johnson. 


Johnson told the commission 


Tuesday during a workshop 
session that members of the 
police department had con- 
tacted him about a possible 
lawsuit contesting a recent 
ruling by the Civil Service 
Commission. 


Johnson 
said 
that 
the 


policemen he talked to were 
upset about the Civil Service 
Commission's 
decision 
that 


officers cannot be paid for in- 
termediate 
and 
advanced 


certification. 


City Manager Dick Ballenger 


expanded Johnson's statement 
by saying that some of the 
policemen had come to him to 
express their 
dissatisfaction 


and had indicated that while 
they "have no quarrel, no fight 
with the city commission," they 
may file suit on the city to 
contest the Civil Service ruling. 


Sgt. Neal Baggett, president 


of the local police association, 
could not be reached 
this 


morning for comment. 


Ballenger said that the police 


are seeking a court ruling on the 
incentive pay question, feeling 
that it is more substantive than 
the ruling by the local Civil 
Service board. 


Johnson raised the possibility 


of the lawsuit during Tuesday's 
work session on the budget, 


Ballenger had just explained 


that he and Police Chief Don 
Massey had agreed to have only 
six sergeants next year instead 
of th.>, seven proposed in the 
budget.

Hubbard High passes fire marshal's eye 


HUBBARD - Deputy State 


Fire Marshal Vernon Ray re- 
inspected the Hubbard High 
School facility this week, and 
told Supt. James Cummins the 
building will be certified for use 
this school year. 


Ray first inspected the high 


school campus in December, 
1974, and found 20 areas which 
would have to be corrected "to 
provide minimum fire safety 
for all the occupants and 
property..." 


Most of the original violations 


were found in the high school 
building itself. Several of those 
were minor such as replacing a 
wooden door to the boiler room 
with a fire door, proper storage 
of chemicals, repairing one 
radiator, replacing a broken 
panic lock, and up-dating the 
boiler inspection report and 
general cleaning. 


Two costlier items involved 


installing or repairing 
the 


electrical wiring to be in 
compliance with the National 
Electrical Code and covering 
the walls in all classrooms, 


hallways and restrooms with an 
approved fire rated material. 


Cummins said during Ray's 


Monday visit, only two minor 
violations were found, which 
were easily corrected. 
Hubbard citizens this past 


July approved a $900,000 bond 
issue for a new high school, but 
board members felt that unless 
the violations were corrected, 
the school district might lose its 
accreditation.

The Dong family's escape 


from Saigon to the United States 
was one filled with anticipation 
and uneasiness, he says. 


He said he had 30 minutes 


notice that there would be space 
for his family on an airplane 
leaving for Guam, and as it 
turned out, the family was only 
able to take what possessions 
they could carry with them. 
He says he and his wife had 


been planning their family's 
escape 
from 
the 
war-torn 


country for several months in 
anticipation of the Communist 
take-over of Saigon. 


He said they had thought of 


anything possible "just to get 
out, to get away from the

Communists." 


One escape plan was ruined 


when a road to a distant seaport 
was cut off. 


He said that he had a small 


boat anchored approximately 
200 miles from Saigon with 
provisions already on board. 
But the road to the seaport was 
taken over by advancing Viet 
Cong and North Vietnamese 
troops. 


ONCE 
THEY 
REACHED 


Guam, they were detained for a 
week, and after obtaining a 


security clearance, the family 
was flown to California with 
other Vietnamese refugees. 


Dr. Dong relates that they 


only spent a few days at the 
refugee center before his sister 
and her husband who already 
lived in California came to get 
them out. 


The family remained 
in 


California 
while Dr. 
Dong 


worked with the California 
Association for Children with 
Communications Disorders. 


While there, he participated 


in a review course for Viet- 
namese physicians sponsored 
by HEW at the University of 
California at San Diego. 


He is currently in the process 


of revalidating his credentials 
and plans to take a Texas ac- 
creditation test this coming 
December.

physician at Hubbard Hospital. 
He will be associated with Dr.

The soft-spoken physician 


says he thinks his family will

learned of the Dong family's 
impending arrival, they found a 
house for them to set up 
housekeeping and completely 
furnished it for them. 


Dr. Dong is not new to the 


United States, he says, having 
spent six months touring the 
country 12 years ago when he 
was a medical student. 


But living in a small town will 


be a new experience for the 
entire family. 


His wife who is a biology 


teacher, studied in Paris, but 
Saigon was their home, and that 
is where he went to medical 
school. 


Dr. Dong says his mother and 


brother are still in Vietnam and 
regrets that they were not able 
to escape. His brother was in 
the army at the time, and his 
fate is still unknown. 


MESSAGES

MOTHER 
indicate 
"very 


miserable 
conditions 
in 


Saigon," adding with a note of 
sarcasm, "that is the way with 
the Communists." 


Although he has only been in 


Hubbard for two weeks, Dr. 
Dong is already actively in- 
volved at Hubbard Hospital 
where officials say "he is hard 
to keep up with." 


He says that although the 


illnesses in the United States 
are different from those in 
Vietnam, much of the treatment 
is the same. 


More lab tests are available, 


he notes, and there are a 
broader range of medications 
available. 


"But there are a lot of forms 


to be filled out," he adds with a 
laugh. 


Another Vietnamese doctor is 


expected to join Dr. Dong 
shortly. 


Dr. Chat Van Pham and his

School board approves budget 
reviews comprehensive study

The 1976-77 school budget was 


routinely given final approval 
by school trustees during a 
called meeting last night, where 
trustees also discussed board 
policy and a school needs 
survey. 


On a motion by member Ed 


Blackburn, the board voted 
unanimously 
to 
adopt 
the 


budget as presented at the last 
meeting. 
The 
budget, 
as 


presented at that 
meeting, 


contains a $55,110 deficit that 
will be paid from the district's 
contingency fund. 


A technical move, the shifting 


one cent of tax revenue from the 
debt fund to the maintenance 
and operation fund, was also 
passed. The tax rate remains at 
$1.10 per $100 in valuation, with 
taxes levied on 100 per cent of 
valuation. 


IN RELATED action, the 


board called a meeting for 5:30 
p.m. Aug. 31 to amend the 
current 
year's 
budget 
as 


required on the final day of the 
fiscal year. 


The district's policy manual 


was discussed at the meeting, 
with Atty. Glenn Sodd making 
suggestions as to the legal 
wording of some of the proposed 
policy 
changes 
and 


clarifications. 


Among the additions to the 


policy manual are specific 
requirements governing the 
qualifications and hiring of 
teachers, a new policy regar- 
ding 
the 
discharge 
and 


dismissal of contracted em- 
ployes, a graduation policy 
governing high school com- 
mencement, and the removal 
from the policy manual of 
County 


specific prices regarding tuition 
and building rental. 


SODD 
AND Supt. 
Mark 


Culwell were instructed to get 
together and complete the final 
wordings so that the manuals 
could be distributed to all school 
offices. 


The 
144-page 
long-range 


comprehensive study of the 
district, done by educational 
consultant Dr. E.V. Huffstutler 
in conjunction with local ad- 
ministrators and teachers, was 
reviewed by the board as well. 


The document contains a 


detailed analysis of projected 
population trends and current 
school operations and makes 
suggestions as to how the board 
could plan for an increase in 
students. 


One of those suggestions, 


which called for a $4 million 


educationally sound move. 


Huffstutler was also com- 


plimentary to the high school 
programs and campus, noting 
that students have available to 
them a wide range of both 
academic 
and 
vocational 


courses. 


OTHER SUGGESTIONS 
in 


the study included placing more 
emphasis on providing courses 
for high achievers, emphasizing 
music, art and P.E. more at the 
elementary and middle school 
level, 
and 
increasing 
the 


number of teacher aides. 


"I think we should utilize this 


study, with the exception of the 
local bond issue, because there 
are some very good suggestions 
here," member Doris Giller 
told the board. 


"I think you're right that it's 


not conducive to even talk about 
a bond issue," board president 


Maco Stewart said, "but we 
need certainly to show parents 
and taxpayers that we are doing 
the best possible with the money 
and facilities available. I think 
we've gotten a good start and 
we just need to continue. This 
study is what we ask for and I 
think we can gain from it."

We have read many articles 


that their pay is too low — 
$42,500 a year. A few months 
back they did get in a hurry, and 
in a few hours without open 
hearings or public debate, they 
did add a 5 per cent cost-of- 
living increase, which is to be 
added each year now without 
their having to vote on it. So 
they can get in a hurry and do 
something quickly when they 
want to do so. So that brought 
their annual salaries to $44,625, 
a tidy figure which will increase 
automatically each year. 


SALARY, HOWEVER, is only 


a drop in the bucket to the 
goodies they receive on the side, 
mostly for free. Their pensions 
are out of this world. Sen. Ted 
Kennedy, for instance, can 
retire at the age of 72 at the tidy 
figure of $64,324 a month, not a 
year. Sen. Tunney of California, 
who is a few years younger than 
Kennedy, can retire at $75,178 a 
month. Of course, if they don't 
serve that long, the figure is 
smaller but very adequate. 
Members of the House do 
equally well. Over the last 20 
years while the cost of living 
has increased 82 per cent, the 


ment expense. Recently it came 
out that some congressmen had 
learned to apply for the full 
mileage rate even though they 
went by air at much lower cost, 
thus pocketing a bit more. 


STATIONERY allowance has 


increased $1,250 annually while 
their staff allowances have 
increased $32,000 each. Those 
newsletters sent home cost 
about $5,000 per member. 


Then there are the "small 


benefits," like free parking, 
free haircuts, free medical 
examinations, free prescrip- 
tions, free law books, free 
plants 
from

Gardens, free picture framing, 
free mailing privileges, free 
swimming privileges, and free 
junkets (trips all around the 
world, supposedly in order to 
get first hand information.)
